Naval vessels and aircraft ‘‘in 
no way interfered. with, ham- 
pered or threatened the Soviet 
aircraft at any time or in ‘any 
way prior to the erash.” 


The plane which went into: the 
sea about 200 miles off the west 
coast of Norway was reported 
to be a TU-16 Badger, an eld- 
erly medium bomber which nor- 
mally carries a crew of seven. 

The United States has com- 
plained on a number of occa- 
sions dating back at least five 
years that -Soviet .reconnais- 
sance bombers, including Badg- 
ers, have flown over U.S. naval 
units in international waters. 

The announcement said the 
TU-16-was one of a flight of two 
Badgers.

648 in Paris alone.

Fallout Zone 
Thyroid 
Cases Listed 


NEW YORK (AP) — Two new 
cases of thyroid growths may 
have been found in a group ,of 
children exposed ‘to fallout in 
the Marshall ‘Islands from a 
1954 Bikini U.S. atomic bomb 
test, & sciéntist reported Friday. 

Seventeen of 19 children—90 
per. cént—who were under 10 
years of age when exposed on 
Rongelap, the atoll nearest the 
test site, now have developed 
thyroid abnormalities. 

The Rongelap children now 
are between 15 and 24 years old. 

An unexpected wind shift dur- 
ing the 1954 test carried fallout 
from Bikini at the western end 
of the Marshall ‘Islands back 
over several islands east of Biki- 
mE snk | 

The thyroid, at the -base of 
the neck, produces a hormone 
containing iodine that has a pro- 
found influence on growth and 
development. 

There are indications of retar- 
dation of growth in many of the 
children, but the effect is pron- 
ounced in two teen-aged boys, 
whose growth has slowed by up 
to four years, the scientist said. 

Dr. Robert A. Conard, head of 
a Brookhaven National Labora- 
tory médical team that conducts 
annual examinations of the 
Marshall Islanders, said three 
teen-age boys and a 29-year-old 
women will be brought to 
Brookhaven, at Upton on Long 
Island, for study to see if they 
need thyroid surgery.

(AP) -— Negro leaders have 
called a boycott of downtown 
St. Petersburg stores in a 
move to force the rehiring of 
the city’s dismissed garbage 
collectors.

Ray, 40, escaped Apri! 23, 1967, from the Missouri State 
Penetentiary at Jefferson, City-where he had served eight 
years of a 20-year sentence for armed robbery. 

The last official statement from the FBI on Ray was a 
one-paragraph description issued May 7 along with two new 
photographs of him.

Who are they if not Vietna- 
mese, if not of Vietnamese descent 
like you and-me? Why are they so 
popular? Why is the south unable 
to produce such figures? Isn’t it be- 
cause the entire ‘leadership—in--the 
south is only a pack of slavish-

OTTAW A — Pierre 
Trudeau used the term, 
the Just Society, in the 
1965 election in Mount 
Royal when he first be- 
came a member of Par- 
liament, and he has used 
it since as a handy way 
of saying what a govern- 
ment under his leader- 
ship would aspire to 
bring about. 


But, if, at one of his 
election’meetings in ihe 
next five weeks, a mem- 
ber of the audience were 
to ask him -»what went 
into his conception of the 
Just Society, what would 
be his answer? 


I asked the question 
during. an on-the-moeve 
conversation; he was tak- 
ing an evening’s work to 
Harrington Lake as a 
change from the still 
hotel-like atmosphere of 
24 Sussex Drive, 

“You know,”’ he said, ‘‘you 
try to define these things and 
you are really being asked to 
give your own feelings about 
the country and. the people 
where you live. I could 
answer you in_ theoretical 
terms about the Just Society; 
I will do so, if you want, 
briefly. 

“It means certain things in 
a legal sense — freeing an 
individual so he will be rid of 
his shackles-and permitted to 
fulfil himself in society in the 
way which he judges ‘best, 
without being bound up by 
standards of morality which 
have nothing to do with law 
and.order but which have to 
do with prejudice and re- 
ligious superstition. That is 
one aspect of it. 

“Another aspect. of it is 
economic, and, rather than 
develop that in terms of social 
legislation ,and welfare bene- 
fits, which I do not reject or 
condemn, I feel that at this 
time it is more important. to 
develop in terms of groups of 
people, whether they be de- 
fined territorially . . . like the 
Atlantic provinces. 


As a Whole 


“The Just Society means 
not giving them a bit more 
money ora bit more welfare. 
The Just Society for them 
means permitting the prov- 
ince or-the-region-as-a whole 
to Have a developing econ- 
omy. 

“In other words, not to; try 
to help merely the individuals 
but to try to help the region 
itself. to make all parts of 
Canada liveable in an accept- 
able sense ; to put each 
region of Canada in a position 
where it can best help itself 
and the country as a whole. 
That is another aspect of the 
Just Society. 

“Another one, I think, is in 
terms of our - relations with 
other countries. It means 
making sure that we reflect a 
truer image of Canada. Can- 
ada being, once again, a

— we must make sure that 
our contribution to world 
order is not based merely on 
patterns which were set in 
another period, because it. is 
not only important to feel just 
and to appear . just, -it is 
important, if we can be more 
effective, to be just.

MOSCOW — President 
Johnson's retirement, the left- 
wing -studertt disorders in the 
West, and the growth of na- 
tionalism and *‘revisionism’’ in 
the Communist world are 
among the developments 
which puzzle or embarass 
theoreticians and progagand- 
ists here. 

Soviet correspondents in 
Washington instantly took the 
line that President Johnson 
was forced to decline 
renomination by~anti-Vietnam 
agitation. Nevertheless, 
editorial writers and com- 
mentators have chosen not to 
probe the matter too deeply. 

The- president's voluntary 
renunciation of power still 
mystifies most people here— 
such things are just not done 
in this part of the world. 
Many. Soviet citizens remain 
sincerély convinced that “‘it is 
all a trick” and Johnson will 
yet run again. 

Soviet propagandists were 
also caught off base when 
Hanoi accepted Washington 
terms for negotiations which 
they had just denounced—but 
this was simply the result of 
the well-concealed fact that 
Hanoi rarely consults the 
Soviet Union before making 
its decisions. 

The ideologists here are 
breathing scmewhat easier 
now that left-wing student 
troubles in France have given 
way to a familiar general 
strike led by the Communist 
party and trade unions. The 
latest developments are of a 
kind any trained  Leninist 
could explain in his— sleep. 
However, Moscow was baffled 
and disapproving when 
Sorbonne students, armed 
with theories from Mao Tse- 
tung “and Herbert Marcuse, 
began their “‘cultural-revolu- 
tion.” 

Local ideologists were also 
quite leary. of West 
Germany’s “Red Rudi” 
Dutschke, and seemed on the 
verge of denouncing him, 
when a demented neo-Nazi 
shot the young leftist. 


Seem Strange 


Dutschke’s theories, blend- 
ing Marcuse, Mao and cld- 
fashioned anarchism, and 


condemning Soviet-style Com- 
munism as strongly as the 
“bourgeois”. west, were 
regarded strangely by 
analysts here who think the 
West German “working 
class’ should concentrate on 
demanding legal status for the 
banned, ‘sclerotic Communist 
party and recognition for East 
Germany. 

Even the neo-Nazi National 
Democratic Party causes 
propagandists here a bit of 
trouble. While the NDP pro- 
vides a convenient bogey,

committee stylists have tried

The growth of nationalism 
and “revisionism” from 
Peking to Prague is perhaps 
the most painful theme of all. 

Soviet propagandists are 
against: both, of course, but 
have yet to provide Marxist 
explanations of why and how, 
for example, China has been 
reverting to imperial form 
and Czechoslovakia is hailing 
its Masaryk traditions after 20 
years of the “dictatorship of 
the proletariat.” 

With Yugoslavia and 
Romania both in a kind of 
limbo status these days, 
Soviet theoreticians no longer 
even- provide a total number 
for the countries officially 
considered ‘“‘socialist.’” : 

Czechoslovak ‘‘revisionism.” 
which consists of leaning 
heavily on the original Marx 
and the more liberal passages 
from Lenin, rather than on 
warmed-over Stalin and 
Lenin’s._more -extreme- utter- 
ances, has-been only feebly 
countered here. 

The only thing that matters, 
said Soviet critics, is ‘the

four pounds for every 100 
square feet. 

This is a slow acting 
organic fertilizer that will not 
become available to the plants 
until some time in May when 


soil temperature rises and soil 
bacteria become active to 
convert the particles of bone 
info chemicals the. plants can 
absorb, 

During the ‘latter part of 
March rose bushes are pruned 
in the Victoria area, and at 
that time receive a feeding of 
a faster acting fertilizer, such 
as a 6-8-6 or 13-16-10. 


One cupful of ¢8-6, or one- 
half cup of the flouble strength 
3-16-10, is spread around each 
plant to cover an area equal 
to the spread of the branches. 

Although the soil may be 
quite damp at that time, it is 
essential for water to be 
applied to dissolve the fer- 
tilizer and carry it down to 
the roots of the plants. 

This watering is often 
omitted,.by-home.gardepers, If 
not done, the fertilizer salts 
remain near the surface, out 
of reach of feeding roots, and 
the plants continue to starve 
in midst of plenty. 

The end of May to begin- 
ning of June is time for 
another meal. Again 68-6 or 
14-16-10 is used at the same 
rate and the beds thoroughly 
Soaked with water, 

About this time of year 
spraying with insecticides and 
fungicides is necessary in 
order to have undamaged 
foliage that will evoke 
admiration from. the judges. 


Since the water in which 
spray centrates are dis- 
solved tends to collect in 


droplets on the shiny surface 
of. a rose leaf instead of 
making a.smooth covering, a 
“sticker'’™” or ‘‘spreader’’ is 
added, : 

S 


Rose fanciers were quick to 
discover that liquid whale, 
alginure, rapid-gro, and fish 
fertilizers, will act as 
Spreaders and the plants will 
absorb the food through the 
leaves. 

In this’ way, the plants 
receive a supplemental feed- 
ing each time a spray is 
applied, and early in July 
another foliar feed is in order 
whether.or not a spray is 
necessary for diseases or 
pests. 

While this program has 
been in operation, watering of 
the rose beds has been done 
once, preferrably twice, a 
week since the end of April.

Fungus spores are carried 
from leaf to leaf in drops of 
water, and it is useless to 
Spend “money and time on 
spray controls and then 
spread the diseases by water- 
ing overhead. 

Each watering has picked 
up dissolved fertilizer salts 
and carried them down within 
reach of feeding roots. By the 
end of July there_will be little 
free fertilizer left in the soil, 
which is ideal. 


No more fertilizer (or foliar 
feeding) is applied after early 
July, and watering of the beds 
ceases in August. 

This sounds drastic to the 
home gardener, but it is most 
important that the bushes be 
given a chance fo ripen, or 
mature, the growths that have 
been made through spring and 
early summer, otherwise 
severe winter damage can 
result.

By September the plants 
will look rather miserable, but 
their work for the year is 
finished. In the interest of the 
plants’ health, the gardener 
must turn to other late 
summer plants for visions of 
beauty. 

The next step in producing 
good exhibition roses is a 
modern practice which comes 


as a complete shock to home | 


gardeners. It is the removal 
of all leaves from rose bushes 
in late September or early 
October. 

In our mild coastal climate 
the rose tends. to go on 
growing all winter, expending 
energy unnecessarily an é& 
foregoing the essential rest 
period. needed by all plants 


that bloom profusely during — 


the regular growing’ season. 

By pulling off the leaves we 
stop the manufacture of foods 
and force the plants into a 
short rest period. It is only a 
temporary rest, because new 
growths will be evident by. 
Christmas. 

In December the long canes 
on the more vigorous varieties 
are pruned back to a length of 
near 30 inehes above soil level 
before winter gales arrive. 

This prevents wind from 
rocking the bushes and break- 
ing fine roots. Quite often a 
poor start in spring is due to 
roots broken in a December 
gale,

| Rules 
Laid Down 


OTTAWA (CP) — The Cana- 
dian Radio-Television Commis- 
sion said Friday broadcasting 
personalities who become can- 
didates in the June 25 federal 
election must cease broadcast- 
ing unless their opponents ob-| 
tain similar opportunities. 

Its brief announcement read:} 

“Any broadcasting personality 
who is a candidate for election 
and continues his broadcasting 
during the campaign is con- 
sidered by the commission to be 
receiving an inequitable advan- 
tage unless the broadcasting 
outlets over which such a 
candidate appears agree to 
provide similar opportunities for 
his opponents. 

- If similar facilities are hot 
provided the eommission feels 
that such a candidate receives 
publicity that is not available to 
those opponents and_ therefore 
requires: that these candidates 
discontinue their broadcasting 
activities until after the elec- 
tion."” 

Philips Givens, former mayor 
of. Toronto who is a Liberal 
candidate in York West, re- 
ported Thursday that the CRTC 
had ordered him to stop his 
activities on radio station 
CHUM,

Who Can Be Aloof 
To Siebner's Art? 


By TED LINDBERG 
Herbert Siebner, an engag- 
ing and perennial Victoria 
artist, is once’ again demon- 
strating his prodigious and 


At the-™ 
moment, the 
medium is 
poured and 
cast con- 
crete, in- 
vested with Lindberg 
incised decoration and colored 
with wax vehicles, 

The technique is loosely 
known as sgraffito (Italian for 
scratching) and has probably 
been employed continuously 
since the beginning of man- 
kind. E 


There is something immedi- 
ately winning about these 
pieces; it is the sort of work 
that would prompt one to 
want to know the artist, a 
sentiment not always elicited 
wy looking at art. 

- Siebner. is a - professional; 
one who literally earns a 
living making art, no simple 
task on Vancouver Island, and 
a glance at the assembled 
works will indicate how he 
manages. 

He has confined his imagery 
and methods to a body of 
work so universally appealing, 
yet sophisticated, that none 
but the most unresponsive or 
factionally hostile could re- 
main aloof. 

‘If you have ever made mud- 
pies, sand castles, ginger- 
bread men, carved your ‘ini-’ 
tials in wet concrete or scored 
a school desk-top, you will 
have a basic empathy for 
Siebner’s Sgraffito. 


Part of Appeal 


Of course he takes it a bit 
further, because he is a 
trained artist and designer. 
But it looks easy, and that is 
part of the appeal. 

Siebner deals in ageless 
themes: man in space; all 
kinds of space; ajl kinds of 
man; the earth, the sun and 


He deals in basic forms: the 
slab, the wedge, the cylinder, 
the human, the concave and 
the spherical. - 

One special graven image 
which he favors is man in 
unassisted flight, soaring over 
the landscape or in trapeze- 
less gymnastics, one of the 
most delightful and -primor- 
dially dreamed-of desires

which has occurred to man. 

Unlike Chagall’s weightless 
figures, that-tended to bob in 
any direction, Siebner’s sim- 
Plified cross-hatch men glide 
in full control through a richly 
colored and textured phan- 
tasmagoria. 

The least complex of these 
statements of flight are 
among the bést in the show. 

Other slab compositions 
deal with human, land and 
sky shapes adorned with 
runes (real and simulated) 
which fortify the ancient look 
and feel of these works. 

Possibly there is something 
which compels this treatment 
in such a venerable tradition; 
whether in stoné or cast 
stone. 


Compelling 

A number of free-standing 
pieces are included in’ the 
show, and although some of 
them just miss being sculp- 
ture (which- by definition, 
should work from any angle, 
in the round), I find them 
compelling and ingenious 
statements. There is no doubt 
that these pieces will probably 
outlast ‘the definitions that 
attempt to govern them, in 
any event. 

Siebner makes worthy use 
of found objects, like smooth 
stones which are especially 
attractive. There are several 
such pieces in particular, 
titled Script Figure and num- 
bered one through four, which 
may be viewed either as 
human figyres, standing pro- 
vocatively on three legs, or 
receptacles for the stones, like 
altars for offerings to the 
, gods. 

In another, a seated trunk- 
form titled Goddess, a single 


. black stone approximates a 


head lying in a niche at the 
top; and in yet another, a 
decorated column is similarly 
crowned. I am intrigued with 
their mute testimony, de- 
livered so charmingly. 

In the. three-dimensional 
area, little has escaped Sieb- 
ner’s attention. 

He includes a huge, tower- 
ing pot, decorated with 
caryatid-like figures; several 
blocks with~concave tops or 
facades, which could be beau- 
tiful Japanese-style rain - 
basins; and several more 
decorative tables, actually too 
handsome to be covered with 
other: objects. 

One’ table, covered with 
marble slabs and gold -and 
blue glass -mosaic, fails to 
Suppress the artist’s sense of 
humor, as he includes under a 
disk of glass in the centre, 
assembled reproductions of 
flies, which are: Manoneert- 
ingly realistic. 

Other, more direct felex 
ences are made to the era of 
visual frivolity known as 
Dada, and one piece, a plaque 
with a spigot, entreating one 
to wash the hands, is dedi- 
cated to Marcel . Duchamp 


(one of the chief exponents of 
Dada), after 50 years. 

Humor is a basic ingredient 
in Siebner’s art, and a great 
deal of this spirit is trans- 
mitted to the viewer as long 
as one doesn’t get overly 
concerned with esthetic con- 
siderations. 

This is an aspect of art 
which most often escapes 
people, so seriously intent on 
meaning and beauty. 

Above all, Herbert Siebner 
is a talented, robust and 
intelligent man who does his 
work on a day to day basis, 
least of all burdened by 
neurotic hang-ups; very open 

_ and very honest. 

This exhibition may easily 
be considered one of the most 
effective by a local artist this 
year.

If you’re bored with flying 
your private plane, drifting 
over mountains in your glider, 
or just plain old sky diving, 
then—there’s still something 
new that you probably haven't 
tried, and the answer is 
ballooning in Idaho. 

This is a sport that has 
been around since the late 
1800's, and it's still as exciting 
as it was 100 years ago. 


Now a small but increasing 
group of people have taken up 
ballooning for fun and profit. 
One of these people Is Mark 
Semich of Coeur d'Alene who 
just moved to the Gem State 
from California. 

Semco Balloons is the name 
of'the firm and Mark is the 
operator. His specialty is a 
large “envelope” made of 
nylon that is controlied by a 
propane torch; apply heat and 
you go up; take it away and 
you go down.

To 
get these shots he sent his camera aloft by 
crane and climbed the pipe scaffolding to his 
230-foot ‘perch, hand over hand, something 
akin to a greying, human fly. 

, There are reporters who dread covering 
fires in tall buildings if Irving is on the same 
job. Invariably he'finds a ladder and, spar- 
ing one hand for his camera, he heads for 
the roof, telling his scribbler colleague to 
“Come on.” 

Firemen, helicopter pilots, high steel’ men 
and crane operators are his favorite people 
(along with policemen, among whom he 
often appears to have special ex-officio status. 
He rarely needs to show’a press sign on his 
car—they all know it.) You have to be able 
to get. where the action is to record the 
growth of a city.

‘Movement

The hippies have no clear- 
cut program of philosophy, 
says Arthur Wilmot, 30-year- 
old minister of the Unitarian 
Church of Victoria. 

“But then neither did Jesus 
or Saint Francis. 

“What we call the hippies is 
an ever-changing movement, 
as well’ as a movement 
corrupted by mass media 
popularization, weekend hip- 
pies and an influx of the teeny- 


pers. 

“But it is still a social 
movement with some discern- 
-able features, influences and 
philosophies — a way of life 
with certain basic on-going: 
~characteristies.

“T speak of it with some 
caution because it may well 
change and evolve into some- 
thing quite different than 
what it has been.” 

Mr. Wilmot (he avoids the 
term reverend) says the hip- 
pie phenomena is more than 
just a unique dress and 
language, more than casual 
sex and long hair, more than 
drugs and incense. 


“Tt’s a many-faceted influ-’ 


ence, felt in all strata of 
society. Its greatest influence 
has, of course, been on the 
young. Yet we have all been 
touched by the hippies. 

“The return of the Paisley 
pattern in clothing was due to 
the hippies — and the psyche- 
delic dresses and shirts we 
wear, the music we listen to 
and the posters that decorate 
rooms and halls.

“The reaction of most 
adults and even young people 
to the hippies is varied and 
pre dominantly ill-informed. 
Some of us envy him and. 
despise him because he ap- 
peals to that side of us which 
would like to give up respon- 
sibility. 

“Naive intellectuals, both 
young and old, see the hippies 
as a beautiful people, while 
the man on the street simply

“The hippies have fun just 
playing music, walking in a 
park, doing the simple things 
of life that require no money. 

“Their value system affirms 
self-expression, an internal 
sense of identify as opposed to 
proper. dress, clean-shaven 
faces and trimmed hair. 


“They say, ‘your clothing is 
not who you are and appear- 
ance makes no difference.’ So 
they adorn sloppy clothes, 
long hair and beards.”

Justice Aided 
By Press 
Judge Claims 


JASPER, Alta. (CP)! — 
Mr. Justice W. G. Morrow 
said Friday night that the 
nhews media of Canada by 
publishing stories about the 
harshness of the law have 
helped to bring justice for 


the Northwest Territories, said 
the rules-of law are soft-pedalled | 
in dealings with Indians and} 

Eskimos in the interest of jus- 
tice, 

It is mecessary at times, he 
said, to disregard judicial 
procedure in the’ widespread 
northern areas where, becguse 
of distances, it's imes 
physically impossible ‘to*tomply 
with the Criminal Code. Forty 
per cent of appeals in the North 
would be disallowed if the rigid 
code of civil action were ap- 
plied. 

The federal government is tol- 
erating a more lenient approach 
to application of the law and: as 
a result justice is being better 
served, Mr. Justice. Morrow 
said. A factor in brifiging this 
about was press reports of court 
actions in the North. 

Mr. . Justice Morrow, whose 
jurisdiction extends ‘over one- 
third of Canada's land area, re- 
counted, the problems of bring- 
ing the'law to the 30,000 Eski- 
mos, Indians and white people 
who, inhabit the territories.’ 

He said that wherever ‘possi- 
ble the law goes to the people in 
their own regions rather than 
fotcing natives to travel.to such 
centres as Yellowknife,’ hun- 
dreds of miles from their homes 
and families. 

‘This, he said, results in court 
hearings in warehouses, school 
rooms—anywhere ,there is heat 
—and attended by mothers 
suckling their infants, by chil 
dren and by dogs, But it also re- 
sults in fair treatment of the 
Eskimos and Indians and pro-

PARIS (CP) — Premier 
Georges Pompidou said 
today that the violence that 
mushroomed through 
France Friday night and 
early today was “an ob- 
vious attempt” to start a 
civil war. 

Two persons died in the riots 
which followed President de 
Gaulle’s announcement Friday 
for a June referendum on major 
reforms he plans for the coun 
try. 

Pompidou told reporters he 
has ordered police to use force 
if necessary to break up street 
meetings in 'Paris. 

The violence, the worst since 
the French crisis began three 
weeks ago, also resulted in inju- 
ries to hundreds of persons and 
the arrest of hundreds more— 
648 in Paris alone.
